The reaction he got was worse than in Decem­ 
ber. The v ote for con demn ation was 6 7-22. Wedn es­ 
day the Sen ate v oted again st a resolu tion he offered 
77-4. 
In climbin g back in to pu blic v iew this week, Mc­ 
Carthy repeated what started him toward the base­ 
men t in the first place: he tried to match stren gth 
with Presiden t Eisen hower. 
In the Eisen hower adm in istration ’s first two y ears, 
while he was still ridin g high, McCarthy tried to tell 
it how to han dle some of its foreign policy , lam bast­ 
ed some of its officials an d attacked u n sparin gly 
some of its operation s. 
Bu t when he lit in to the Army , the admin istration 
took a stan d. In the Army -McCarthy hearin gs which 
followed, the Arm> cou ldn ’t claim v ictory bu t n eith- 
j 
er cou ld McCarthy . 
For the first time million s of American s got a i 
good look at McCarthy an d his tactics. He may hav e 
won n ew followers bu t he bored a lot of people an d 
alien ated others. 
Almost immediately afterwards he was in the 
political fight of his life: an attem pt to ward off cen ­ 
su re of his con du ct by the Sen ate. In stead of cen su re, 
the Sen ate con demn ed some of his con du ct. 
This week he asked the Sen ate to adopt a resolu ­ 
tion which man y sen ators said wou ld hav e tied Ei­ 
sen hower's han ds at the Big Fou r meetin g in Ju ly 
or perhaps prev en ted a meetin g. 
McCarthy ’s resolu tion wou ld hav e the Sen ate tell 
the admin istration to deman d of Ru ssia an agree­ 
men t — before the big meetin g — that it wou ld dis­ 
cu ss the “ statu s” of Commu n ist con trol in cou n tries 
in Asia an d Eu rope. 
If the Sen ate wen t alon g with him, McCarthy cou ld 
claim he had dictated to Eisen hower an d the Ru s­ 
sian s what they shou ld talk abou t. 
Bu t when he saw he wou ld be clobbered, he n ot 
on ly tried to av oid a v ote bu t charged that those 
who in sisted on the showdown were aidin g the Com­ 
mu n ists.

To Sen. Taft 


In Washington 


WASHINGTON UP) — Plans to 
erect a million-dollar bell tower 
or carillon on the Capitol grounds 
as a memorial to the late Repub­ 
lican Sen. Robert A. Taft of Ohio 
were announced today. 
President Eisenhower and for­ 
mer President Hoover wrote Con­ 
gress urging that the carillon be 
accepted as a gift and that its 
erection on the Capitol grounds be 
authorized. 
Senate Minority Leader Know- 
land (R-Calif) introduced legisla­ 
tion to carry out this request. It 
would be the first such memorial 
erected on the grounds. 
The tower, to be paid for by 
contributions raised by the Robert 
A. 
Taft 
Memorial 
Foundation, 
would be IOO feet high, 32 feet 
vide and ll feet thick. 
It would have 25 bells, with pro­ 
vision for playing them manual­ 
ly or automatically. 
The main shaft would be of pink 
Tennessee marble. A supporting 
platform and water basins would 
be of Minnesota granite. 
The memorial was designed by 
Douglas W. Orr of New Haven, 
Conn., architect and a member of 
the U. S. Commission of Fine 
Arts. 
Hoover, chairman of the board 
of trustees of the Taft Foundation, 
said a site northwest of the Capi­ 
tol, 
across Constitution 
avenue, 
had been recommended for the 
carillon. 
Eisenhower, honorary chairman 
of the board, wrote that “I believe 
that a monument to Sen. Taft 
would do much to help perpetuafe 
the high ideals, sound principles, 
and dedicated service which he 
exemplified throughout his public | 
career.” 
Hoover 
said 
the 
foundation 
“seeks to keep alive his memory 
as an enduring inspiration for gen­ 
erations to come, and this monu­ 
ment will serve as a visible re­ 
minder of the simplicity and great- j 
ness of the man.” 
The former President said he be­ 
lieved “the monument will be in j 
keeping 
w ith 
the 
dignity 
and j 
beauty of the existing monuments 
in Washington.” 
Taft died of cancer July 31, 1953.

INDIANAPOLIS VT—State Police 
Superintendent Frank A. Jessup 
said today his department has not I 
acted against a new type of pinball 
machine pending further study of 
the 1955 anti-gambling act. 
Jessup pointed out the new law 
is not effective until the 1955 acts 
are promulgated, which is expect-1 
ed to be early next month. At 
present, he said, the department 
still is using the 1935 anti-slot ma­ 
chine act. 
The older law makes any coin- 
operated gambling device illegal 
and subject to confiscation.

Michigan Eyes Answers

EAST LANSING, Mich. — Michi­ 
gan State College is like a bride- 
to-be, happily writing and rewriting 
her new name. 
The 
college 
is 
preparing 
to 
change stationery, signs and sil­ 
verware and even will repaint the 
initials

smoke 
stacks. 
The business of making it legal 
wasn’t easy, however. 
Originally established as an ag­ 
ricultural school in 1855, the col­ 
lege had mushroomed into a uni­ 
versity in all but name. 
The feeling on the campus at 
East Lansing was that the “Uni­ 
versity” tag would put the frosting 
on the cake for the 100th anniver­ 
sary. 
When the name change proposal 
was first introduced in the M ini­ 


state. A surprising 88-14 vote in the 
House and a 23-2 margin in the 
Senate approved the change. UM 
spokesmen 
admitted 
afterward 
their opposition had been “too lit­ 
tle and too late.” 
In the absence of, but with the 
approval of, Gov. G. Mennen Wil­ 
liams, Lt. Gov. Philip A. Hart sign­ 
ed the bill into law. Ironically, both 
are UM graduates. 
There is only one chance of a 
hitch now. The University of Mich­ 
igan may still make a court issue 
out of the matter and ask for an in­ 
junction to prevent the change. 
Meanwhile, members of the sen­ 
ior graduating class were asked to 
vote on whether they wanted their 
diplomas on schedule from Michi­ 
gan State College or would prefer 
to have them mailed out late from 
Michigan State University.

Fattening Weaners 
Bring Higher Price 
UNION, Ore. — Cecil Pierce, j 
Oregon State College husbandman, 
doesn’t agree with those who say 
it never pays to fatten Weaner j 
calves for the spring market. 
He’s got facts to back him up. 
A feeding trial showed that calves 
Wintered on full feed (23 hay and 
13 concentrate) and sold in the i 
spring netted S21 a head more than 
cattle fed a maintenance ration in 
winter, summer grazed and grain­ 
ed. then sold in the fall. 
Pierce gave these reasons for the 
better return: 
Calves needed less fed to put on j 
a pound of beef than the older ani- i 
mals did; no summer pasture or 
feed was needed, and there was 
(and usually is) a better market 
and better price for medium grade 1 
slaughter animals in the spring j 
than in the fall. 


Ghost Town Comeback 
RICO, Colo. — This town, whose 
gold and silver mining history be­ 
gan in 1869 and faded in the early 
1900s, is staging a comeback. Sul­ 
phuric acid, an important ingredi­ 
ent in processing uranium ore soon 
will be produced at the rate of 150 
tons a day in a plant being con­ 
structed here. 
Uranium mills within a 100-mile 
radius of Rico now depend on sup­ 
plies from Utah. Most of the work­ 
ers in the town’s 400 population 
help mine iron pyrite from which 
the sulphuric acid is made.

What Is 
A F ormula? 


By DOROTHY V. W H IPPLE, M D.

Mrs. Baker asked me the other 
day why all the fuss about a baby’s 
formula. Why couldn’t she just feed 
Amy regular milk? 
The answer is: Amy is a human 
baby, not a calf. Cow’s milk is 
fine for a cow’s baby, but not for 
Mrs. Baker’s baby. Amy couldn’t 
digest cow’s milk just as it comes 
from the cow. Amy could digest 


mother’s milk but if we are going 
to feed her cow’s milk we will have 
to changa it so Amy can handle it.1 
Baw cow’s milk forms great big 
tough curds in the baby’s stomach. 
(Breast milk forms tiny crumbly 
curds). 
The curds of cow’s milk can be 
made smaller and softer by boiling 
the milk. You can boil it your­ 
self, cr you can use evaporated 
milk, which is heated in the pro- 
I cess of manufacture. 
Another way of softening the 
curd of milk is the process of ho­ 
mogenization. 
But even milk treated in one of 
these ways is too strong for most 


young babies. It needs to be diluted 
with water. However, once diluted, 
it is too weak to nourish the baby 
adequately. Therefore we must add 
seme extra calories to the mix­ 
ture. This is done by adding some 
form of sugar or carbohydrate. 
Thus we have our basic formula, 
treated cow’s milk plus water plus 
carbohydrate. 
There can be many variations on 
this basic formula depending upon 
what kind of milk you use and 
what kind of carbohydrate. 
You can make the mixture you- 
sclf or you can use one of the al­ 
ready prepared mixtures available. 
Most of the prepared baby foods 


are basically cow’s milk plus a car­ 
bohydrate. In some of them the 
butter fat is removed an a fat 
more closely resembling human 
milk fat is added. In some pre­ 
pared mixtures vitamins and min­ 
erals are added. 
Most babies do very well on the 
simple mixture you make at home. 
However, some infants with deli­ 
cate digestive systems do much 
better on one of the special mix­ 
tures. 
Once in a while we find a baby 
who cannot handle any form of 
cow’s milk. Then we must use a 
formula based on some other form 
of protein. Goat’s milk is used oc­ 


casionally. There are also special 
mixtures using soy beans in place 
of milk. 
Your doctor will know how to se­ 
lect the right formula for your 
baby. 
Whatever formula you use you 
must prepare it so that no germs 
get into the mixture. Germs love 
baby food. If you let a few slip in 
while you’re preparing the formula 
they will grow rapidly in the good 
food. By feeding time there may be 
many thousand present — enough 
to make your baby sick. 
All the ingredients you use must 
be sterile. Either you must boil the 
milk or it must come from a fresh­ 


ly opened can. Always boil the wa- 
! ter you use to dilute the milk. The 
utensils that touch the milk mix­ 
ture in preparing it and the bottles 
I you use to store it must be boiled.

Nevada Bones May Give Clue To 
Earliest American’s Appearance 


Farmer At 85, Starts 
Raising Another Family 
POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y. (JI — 
Gabriele Cicala, who has already 
raised a family of IO children, 
aged 38 to 53, has started anew’ 
at the age of 85. 
Cicala, a retired farmer, rem ar­ 
ried after the death of his first 
wife seven years ago. 
Tuesday 
his second wife Venera, 33, gave 
birth to a seven-pound boy. 
“ I’m still full of pep,” said 
Cicala. 


LOS ANGELES (AV— Dry bones 
and an ash pit* in southern Nevada 
may hold the answer to what the 
earliest American looked like. 
Archaeologist Mark R. Harring­ 
ton leaves today with a scientific 
expedition for the ash pit “some­ 
where in Nevada.” He isn’t telling 
exactly where. 
“We don’t want a bunch of 
tourists to trample things up,” he 
said. 
Bones of giant sloths and other 
extinct animals have been found 
in the ashes. The condition of the 
bones indicates the animals were 
eaten by men. 
“Since the ashes were found by 
the ‘Carbon 14 test’ to be more 
than 23,800 years old we may find 
the earliest evidence of man on 
this continent buried in that pit,” 
Harrington said. 
He explained the Carbon 14 test 
determines the age of the carbon 
in the ashes by means of measur­ 
ing radiation. 
A super-sensitive 
Geiger counter is used and the 
radiation decreases as the age in­ 
creases. When no radiation can be 
measured the carbon is assumed 
to be more than 23,800 years old. 
The original discovery of the ash 
site was made by Fenley Hunter, 
representing the American Mu­ 
seum of National History. 
The 
Southwest Museum here, where 
Harrington is curator, has been 
given the right of investigation by 
the American Museum. 
Harrington said the ash pit is 
the oldest scientifically dated hu­ 
man camp ground in the Western 
Hemisphere and he has high hopes 
| of finding some evidence of an­ 
cient man there. 
What does he think such a man 
looked like? 
It s just about anybody’s guess, 


he said. Perhaps the oldtimer was 
a real low brow like the ape like 
Neanderthal man found in Europe.

to 
the 
American Indian with long legs 
and a long skull. 
But whatever he looked like 
Harrington is sure of one thing.
